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OUR collection of cacti and succulents is one of the largest in the world the 

result of almost 50 years of collecting. Bringing together a large collection 
is a slow and laborious proceeding. Maintaining it under today’s rigorous budgets 
is a difficult matter. The experienced fancier realizes that the rare and obscure 
species are limited in appeal and that to propagate, grcw and catalog them is a 
most expensive process. The tendency today is, of necessity, to throw out all 
items that do not show a profit. However this is going to be a dreary world if 
this idea is carried to its logical conclusion. Our catalogs will continue to feature the 
rare, the new and the little known plants from the obscure corners of our earth.

After the seed has germinated it is brought here where there is plenty of light 
and air. After the tiny plants are large enough to handle they are transplanted to 
boxes and later removed to outside frames. 


TO OUR FRIENDS 


ovr friends | think would be interested to 
know something about how their plants 
are grown, The procedures and time element 
are quite different than in most other houce or 
garden plants. It is generally only a few weeks 
or months until these are ready for your gar- 
den. Cacti and many succulents however are 
understandably much slower in growth. Most 
cacti—almost all the better ones, are raised 
from seed. Many cactus seeds are very tiny 
and it is months before they reach the size 
of a pea at which time they can be trans- 
planted. The faster growing ones may reach 
an inch in diameter or two inches in height 
in about 18 month, others take two to three 
years. If grown too fast they lose their true 
character and thus their interest to you. The 
young plants require constant care, watering, 
spraying and adjustment to light. We grow 
them first in greenhouses and then when 
established in cold frames where they get the 
proper heat and sunlight to make a vigorous 
root system and well developed colored spines. 
The small, nice flowering types begin blos- 
soming in their second and third year. Some 
of course take much longer. Many do not 
have adult character for three or four years. 
Thus the Barrel Cacti have ridges but for 
the first few years bear nipples like the Pin- 
cushions. We _ feel the collector would be 
much more pleased with older plants than 
are generally purchased. Fully characterized 
plants have beauty and interest that small 
plants cannot hope to have. The older plants 
are really a price bargain over smaller ones.

FROM ALL OVER THE WORLD 
RARE, BEAUTIFUL and CURIOUS PLANTS 


THESE colorful and fascinating desert plants are becoming increasingly popular with our patrons. Their appeal is universal. They 
complement modern decor with their soft colors and pleasing form. When used in landscaping in mild regions their coloring, 
form and ability to succeed in trying locations make them favorites. 


The fancier who enjoys the pleasures of bringing together a collection finds a lifetime too short to fully explore his hobby. Their infi- 
nite variety is fascinating. Their homes are mostly in regions of moderate rainfall followed by long dry seasons. A few come from cold 
winter climates but the majority are from milder parts where frosts are light or non-existent. Africa, and its attendant islands; Mexico and 
South America supply the greater number. Asia and the tropics have only a few. Many families of plants have succulent members. You might 
be surprised to know that the Sunflower Family has many succulents, that the Lily Family has many more. Five families have most of the culti- 
vated species. Ice Plant (Aizoaceae) ; Stonecrop (Crassulaceae) ; Spurge (Euphorbiaceae) ; Lily (Liliaceae) ; Milkweed (Asclepiadaceae). 


From Mexico come the lovely Echeverias, Pachyhytums and Sedums. South America has Puyas, Dyckias and a few Echeverias. South Africa 
and Madagascar have hundreds of Mesembrianthemums or Ice Plants in an infinite variety of forms. Stapelias and their kind (Milkweed), Euphor- 
bias in hundreds from small cactus-like plants to huge trees. Crassulas in great variety from tiny stone-like plants to brilliantly flowered sub- 
shrubs, Lilies are represented by several hundred Haworthias, a collector’s joy, and scores of Aloes with their flaming torches marching over 


veld and kopje. 


THE CULTURE OF SUCCULENTS 


Succulents are mostly quite at home in the window gar- 
den being the most amenable of plants. They like a quite 
sandy or porous soil. Soils containing much clay are sticky 
and cold. Porous soils do not stay wet and quickly absorb 
warmth being much more to the liking of our desert succu- 
lents who do not like wet feet. A suitable compost may be 
made up of | part easily crumbled loam, 2 parts fairly 
coarse clean sand and 1 part peatmoss or leafmold. Very 
rich soils are inclined to make succulents grow too fast, 
wherein they tend to lose their interesting forms and 
colors besides becoming prime subjects for bugs. 


They like fresh air as do all plants. In winter it is diffi- 
cult to give ventilation but on bright, mild days one can do 
so. Many beginners are afraid to admit fresh air to their 
plants. Desert plants, like people, are a lot tougher than you 
think. They need the air to keep them hardened and to 
assist in transpiration. 


In watering be temperate particularly just after they have 
been replanted. It takes a month or more for them to grow 
new roots. A good sensible rule is to water only as the soil 
becomes fairly or really dry. Water rather lightly, less in wet 
weather more in dry weather. Desert plants don’t wilt like 
ordinary plants for they rely on the water stored in their 
succulent leaves or stems. This storage of water is why they 
are succulents and one should always remember that the 
plant has this stored water to tide it over the months of dr

The plants are fine for the window garden and flower well 
in 4 to 6 inch pot sizes. They are complex hybrids of several 
genera of jungle cacti as the wild species of all Epiphyllums bear 
white, mostly nocturnal flowers. The hybridist has crossed 
Epiphyllum crenatum from Guatemala with Heliocereus speci- 
psus to get the bright reds and the violet throats. With 
Hylocereus to increase flower size and for the golden outer 
petals, with Nopalxochia for pinks and dwarfness. These are the 
basic crosses though to them have been added the blood of 
other Heliocereus and Nopalxochia ackermannii which extended 
the red shades and certain flower types. Whether Selenicereus 
entered is problematical as they do not cross freely and there is 
no evidence in flower structure to substantiate the claim. The 
belief that Epiphyllum cooperi or E. pfersdorfii are Selenicereus 
hybrids is probably a misconception as they are found wild in 
abundance from the Isthmus of Tehuantepec to Guatemala. 
Other genera are now being brought into the complex to further 
extend flower shape, growth habits and length of blooming 
period. 


CULTURE 


Their culture is reasonably simple. They grow well in a mixture of 
light loam, gritty sand and leafmold in about equal proportions. In such 
a mixture they should not be over watered but like to be kept damp. For 
those who are inclined to overwater, a very spongy mixture is preferable 
such as our Jungle Mix. Increasingly house plant enthusiasts are learning 
the value of these air-filled potting mixtures for roots grow rampantly and 
seldom rot when overwatered. After potting place where ventilation is good 
and in a light position very near a window but protect it from the direct 
noon sun. Water again when the pots are almost dry. Do not keep saturated 
all the time. The rhythm of wetness to partial dryness is necessary to their 
well being. Do not overpot, a 4 inch pot or even a 3 inch is about right 
for the first potting. In summer after frost put them outdoors under a 
tree or in partial shade if possible. They flower on last years stems from 
April to July.

INCUSHION Cacti are at home in the window garden. They never grow out of bounds and 

mature flowering specimens are easily grown in small pots. It is surprising how nature produces 
so many variations on a single theme. Certainly in the Mamillarias she has extended herself. 
Some are tiny globes, some grow to 4’ tall, some are solitary, some form clusters, others great 
mounds with over a hundred heads. There are snowy white ones, yellow, golden and green. 
Some have long silky hair or snowy plumes, strong hooked spines or stellate clusters. Many bloom 
in winter. There are tiny flowers others almost dollar sized. White, pink, red and yellow flowers. 

CULTURE. The greater number do very well with ordinary care. A sandy loam soil that 
drains quickly as like all cacti they resent wet feet. They prefer a sunny window not foo far 
from the glass and when possible plenty of fresh air. Water only when soil is dry which is a 
good rule for almost all cacti and succiélents. If you can, in summer put them outdoors to 
mature the growth.

ve FASCINATING BARREL CACTI 
or ECHINOCACTUS 


THis great group is mostly ball or barrel-shaped and only grow tall with great age. Actually 
some of the cacti shown here are more closely related to the Cerei but due to their shape 
and culture are included. Some are tiny species, marble size; others are large enough to fill a 
truck. They belong to two great geographical groups the members of which are fairly endemic 
either to North or South America. To the North American group belong the true Barrel Cacti, 
Ferocactus and Echinocactus, the Bishop’s Cap, Leuchtenbergia, Ariocarpus and a number of 
less well known genera. In South America there are many beautiful kinds quite different to 
those found in the north, Parodia, Neoporteria, Malacocarpus, Notocactus, Pyrrhocactus, Gymno- 
calycium all having many species. Those of Cerei relationship but of ball type include Lobivia, 
Echinopsis and Rebutia. Among the South American kinds are many smaller, less known genera 
which are rather localized in their distribution. All the Echinocacti have one feature in common 
that is, rigid stems. This accordion or pleated effect well shown at the left allows the plant to 
expand rapidly without bursting after the rains. Thus they can store considerable quantities of 
water to last them through the prolonged dry season. 

CULTURE: Most of the Barrel Cacti require much the same care as the Pincushions. They 
like an open porous soil, composed of about 1 part loam, 1 part clean sharp sand, and a half 
part leafmold or peatmoss. You may vary the proportions to suit your experience. Give them a 
sunny or very light position in the window and see they get plenty of fresh air. Water mode- 
rately only when the soil is dry.
